0 Neal And Humphrey Defend 
c Democratic Judges Who 
Have Been Assailed. 

Review Of Goebel Cases. 

One of|tbe most successful aod larg- 
est democratic meeting* of tbe present 
campaign was bald In Louisville Tues- 
day night The chief speakers were 
Joeeph T O'Neal aod Alexander P. 
Humphrey, two of tbe most prominent 
lawyer* In Keotucky. Both came out 
unqualifiedly la declaring their confi- 
dence la tha purity of Kentucky * ju- 
diciary Said Mr. O'Neal: 

“They make the charge that tbe ju* 
dicier? of the State I# partisan. That 
Ufa, liberty and property In Kentucky 
are not eafe because of a partisan ju- 
diciary. Keen the republican parly 
aught to be ashamed of this slander, 
yet It It Incorporated both lo tbe Slate 
aod local platform. Tbe speaker* re- 
fer epeclally to tbe court la which 
these charged with the murder of Mr 
Goebel have been Indicted. I have no 
word of comment a* to the loooceace 
or guilt of any of these men. I leave 
them to be judged by their peers when 
called to answer at tbe bar of jusiloe 
But I am In a poeliloo to know that the 
eoari referred to has been aod I* being 
outrageously libeled. 

It fell to my lot to defend ooe of tbe 
men charged with this crime— through 
a long and bard fought trial tbe prls- 
aner aod hi* oouosel were shown ev- 
ery reasonable aod proper courtesy by 
the distinguished judge who presided 
at the trial, by the counsel for the 
State aod bv all tbe officers of tbe law 
la charge of the trial, and oo all ques 
tiaa* the ruling* of the judge were just 
aod Impartial Before the fate of the 
prlsooer was known I publicly In open 
court declared the defendant had been 
given a lair trial oo the merits of his 
case. Be was promptly acquitted bv 
the jury because be was innocent of the 
crime charged Another republican, 
charged with the same crime was 
brought lo trial in tba same court and 
was promptly acquitted by tbe jury, 
who believed him Innocent. In anoth- 
er case lo the seme court, learned 
counsel for tbe defendant reserved ov- 
er (MO exceptions lo the rulings of thn 
court, and a republican court of ap- 
peals, not as a partisan court, but In 
the houest discharge of their duty, 
funnd ooly three errors out of 800 
claimed This Is a record that any 
judge, even a Mansfield or a Kcni, 
might be proud of 

Tbtak, fellow citizens, of a party 
Claiming to be law abiding, taking un 
der its protection men charged by the 
solemn oath grand juries with tbe fuul 
crime of murder! That party hassbame- 
levily and distinctly committed Itself 
to the protection of these men wbolber 
they be guilty or Inoocent, and boldly 
ask the people of Kentucky to clothe 
It with power to stay the hands of Ju* 
tlce. Mr. Belknap may now think It 
good policy lo »ay be will judge of 
these case* as they come to him, but 

when be publicly declares that convic- 
tions ara being secured on perjured tes- 
timony and partisan ruliogs of tbe 
court, be unequivocally commits him- 
self to their protection and adopts the 
prudent policy of Mr Taylor to take oo 
chances and grant pardons as tbe prop-

So far a* lbe*e coocero oooieei* for of- 
floe, I do oot belleye that any ooe will 
say that this court ba* divided politi- 
cally or ba* rendered judgments along 
political lloc* of difference There 
were. It Is true, a number of case* 
wblcb grew out of the contests made 
over the office* filled at tbe Slate elec- 
tion of I89H, During a part of tbe time 
tbe oourt numbered fourdemocrat* aod 
three republicans and another part four 
republican* and three democrats. Ills 
true tbat. generally speaking, tbe 



firm tbe judgment lo favor of Beck- 
ham Oaly ooe judge a republican— 
dissented 

In all this I tee no grounds for a 
charge of partisanship that does not 
apply equally to tbe judge* bolding the 
one or tbe other political faltb 

There ie another class of esses grow- 
ing out of the aasaeslnatloo of William 
Goebel, an event wblcb, In my judg 
meat, wa* more di*a»trou* to tbe good 
name and tbe peace and order of Ken- 
tucky than any event wblcb ba* ever 
occurred in Its history. 

James Howard bas twice appealed lo 
tbe court of appeal* from judgments of 
convlctloo Uppn tbe first appeal tbe 
court standing four republicans and 
! threo democrats, voted unanimously to 
reverse tbe conviction; upon the sec- 
ond appeal, tbe court still standing 
four republican* and three democrats, 
voted four for reversal and three for 
affirmance. 

In tbe case of Caleb Powers there 
have been also two appeals heard and 
determined lo the court of appeals. 
Upon both of these appeals the couit 
stood four republican* for reversal and 
three democrat* for affirmance The 
last judgment for reversal passed by a 
majority of one republican and w-as 
handed down Dec. 2. 1902. In the No- 
vember preceding Judge Barker had 
been elected over Judge DuRelle and 
look hi* seat at the m-etlng of the 
court In January. 1903. This made the 
court four democrat* to throe repuhll 
cans A petition for rehearing was fil- 
ed by thn Commonwealth It was unan- 
imously held by the court tbat it could 
not he entertained 

Again, the court ba* decided by a 
vote of four republican* to three demo- 
crats, that under the circumstance* the 
judge who tried tbe case at tbe ci*cuit 
court, should have vacated tbe bench 
noon the affidavit filed by the accused 
When the case wa* called for trial In 
May of 19t'3, this judge, enterialolng 
the view tbat an opinion In a criminal 
ease, unlike that In a civil ca*e, was 
oot binding upon the appellate court, 
declined to vacate the bench There- 
upon a proceeding wa* taken before 
tne oourt of appeal* to test this ques- 
tion, tbe court decided unanimously — 
there being four democrat* on the 
bench and three republican* that tbe 
opinion delivered by a bare majority of 
tbe court wa* binding upon the whole 
court." X. Y. 7 >.
